BUT HE ACKNOWLEDGED NORTH KOREA AND FRIENDS DO NOT SEEM 
INCLINED IN THAT DIRECTION. ALINGUE SAID HE STILL AWAITS 
INSTRUCTIONS FROM N'DJAMENA ON HOW TO VOTE, BUT OBSERVED
